FIRST NAVAL VESSEL.

So much has bern printed 
about our new war vessels that the 
frail crafts built by the United Col- 
onies in 1775 have been entirely over- 
looked. The very first provision tor a 
truly national navy was made in Oc- 
tober, 1775, when congress authorized 
the purchase and fitting out of four 
i~,a".l vessels for the defense of tne 
Deleware. 
It is true, however, that 


at the commencement of the war of 
the revolution each colony, acting in- 
dependently, fitted out a number of 
small armed vessels to prey upon 
British commerce, and history says 
that they did good service throughout 
the war as privateers, but were never 
a part of the national forces, were 
never commanded by naval officers, 
nor did they fly the national ensign. 
After the first provision was made by 
congress for a national naval force it 
did not take long to have the four ves- 
sels ready, nor was it long before it 
was shown that the vessels were en- 
tirely Inadequate, and congress passed 
a bill authorizing the construction of 
thirteen vessels carrying from twenty- 
four to thirty-four gains. Surh was the 
authority for the first battle ships of 
the country. They were to be named 
the Washington, Raleigh. Hancock, 
Randolph. Warren. 
Virginia, Trum- 


bull, Efflngham. Congress. Providence, 
Boston, Delaware and Montgomery. 
Congress further stiplated that they 
were to be laid down in the colonies 
of New England, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and Maryland. 


"Building a ship was by no nreani 


tire task that it is today, and in three 
roonth* after the passage of the act. 
In the spring of 1776, the Randolph, 
the first of the thirteen, -was launched 
frotn the banks of the Delaware, some- 
where near the site of Kensington. 


"Delays in the armament and equip- 


ment of the Randolph caused a hold 
up until early in the. year 1777. when 
she finally sailed from the Capes of 
the Delaware, under the command of 
Capt. Nicholas Bid'dle of Philadelphia, 
who had previously been in the ser- 
vice of the colony navy of Pennsyl- 
vania, where he had rendered such 
efficient service that he 
had been 


among the 
original 
live 
captains 


named by congress tor the regular 
navy'by act of December, 1775. Capt. 
Middle headed the Randolph south- 
ward in search 
of the enemy's ves-

TOPOGRAPHIC ODDITIES. 


Intere»lina- TVorfc Betur DOB* by 
tailed Statea Geoloarieal Smrvtf. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


"Washington, Oct. 7.—While moch ot 


the work done toy the United States 
geological survey }s technical and con- 
sequently uninteresting to tfie nonsci- 
entific citizen, some of it is unique. An 
instance of this Is tbe making of a top- 
ographic map of a curious formation 
in northeastern Wyoming known as 
"the Devil's Tower." The Indians call 
It "the Bad God's Tower." 


It is a volcanic core of great age, a 


wonderfully 
symmetrical shaft of 


stone, towering 625 feet almost perpen- 
dicularly above the surrounding coun- 
try. In spite of its great height it is in 
reality but the remnant of a former 
widespread lava flow. 


When the region has been mapped, 


the topographic work on the Black 
Hills uplift, which has been carried on 
for some time by the geological survey, 
will be completed, and maps of this 
Important region will be available to 
the public. "Within recent years two 
special maps were made by the govern- 
ment of the valuable mineral belt in 
the vicinity of Deadwood and Lead, 
and since then the remaining area has 
been carefully surveyed on a scale of 
1:00.000. The Black Hills are partially 
occupied by a government forest re- 
serve of the same name, covering over 
1,200,000 acres. They contain rich de- 
posits of valuable ore and also bear an 
important relation to the water supply 
of the great plains, aa the water bear- 
ing beds underlying the plains are here 
upturned on the flanks of the moun- 
tains and receive a considerable por- 
tion of their supply from tbe streams 
of the region. 


'Another interesting investigation Is 


that being made of the rock formations 
known to geologists as pre-Cambrian 
and metamorphic, which comprise some 
of the oldest known rocks of the world. 
Until within recent years much less 
has been known about these forma- 
tions than about those of later date, 
and they have offered some of the 
most perplexing problems of tbe sci- 
ence by reason of their Intensely fold- 
«d, crystallized and chemically altered 
conditions, which have resulted from

Neither 
is It imminently probable that Rus- 
sia and Turkey are thinking of at- 
tempting anything of the kind.

The American league has rnnde mon- 


ey in all but two ot its eight cities, and 
of these Detroit claims to have broken 
even in spite of the big slump in the 
playing of the Tigers. It is a pleasure 
to learn that the National league hus 
surpassed this record, for it means that 
the game has prospered this year as it 
has not for many a season past, ac- 
cording to the magnates themselves. 
It is of course a problem which will 
puzzle the layman to understand how 
the old league has beaten out its youn- 
ger rival in profits, with the latter out- 
drawing it in all four of the cities where 
there are conflicting teams and with n 
tail ender in New York, where a winning 
team would have been a veritable gold 
mine. But these problems may be left 
to Brush's brain to explain. It may be 
that the National league's salary roll 
has been so much smaller than the 
American's that its clubs have been 
able to make big money out of small 
receipts. 
It may possibly be that 


Brush lias multiplied figures \vhcrv) 
he should have merely added them, 
and so caused the figures to pre\an- 
cate. 


The Salary Question. 


The records will show, according to 


other magnates, that the National 
league has been paying salaries this 
year to young players quite ns high as 
it used to pay its stars of former years 
and has been compelled to raise the 
salaries of what star players it kept 
out of the ranks of the enemy. If the 
National league has made more mouey 
than Ban Johnson's league this year, 
the question then arises, What must 
Brush and his allies have made out of 
baseball in earlier years, when there 
was only one big league, paying its 
players salaries which a Three Eye 
league player would scorn nowadays 
and enjoying th'e undivided patronage 
of all the larger cities? 


Little wonder the National league 


magnates claim an immense reserve 
fund and resources enough to exter- 
minate the American league with ease. 
They ought by this time to have ac- 
cumulated enough to almost pay off 
the debt incurred by cutting the league 
circuit from twelve to eight cities. 


The "Crime ot '08." 


Just how the National leaguers will 


justify a return to the former scale of 
salaries after they have exterminated 
the American league Is another inter- 
esting problem. If they are making 
so much money now, it would be a 
crime worse than the famous "crime 
of '92," when nil the players were re- 
leased in midsenson and signed over 
again at salaries from ;$0 to GO per cent 
lower to save the magnates from sure 
bankruptcy—so they then claimed. 
'

In the division 
which has arisen between the aged 
general and his family American sym- 
pathy has largely gone with the se- 
cessionists; but it does not blind us to 
the great merit of the general's work 
nor to the fan- claim which he may 
lay to the respect and well wishes of 
humane people everywhere. Without 
entering into a discussion of the dif- 
ferences in opinion and method -which 
in late years detached from the gen-

It was 
proved in my case a sure cure, and 
t>y renection I am convinced that it is 
a perfectly logical result, a result ex- 
plainable, too, on physical ground*. 


"All- kinds of remedies are resorted 


to by men who suffer periodically with 
hiccoughs, like stopping the ears and 
drinking a glass of water slowly and 
without a stop, or by holding the 
Breath, or counting, or thinking intent- 
ly on some subject, and in many oth- 
er ways. I have tried all of these 
remedies, and at 
times> have been 


fairly sucessful in checking-.the hic- 
:oiighs. Again, I have seen, each one 
of these remedies lail. In Jny own 
experience, so far as these remedies 
are concerned, drinking a glass of wa- 
ter slowjy and without breathing is 
the most satisfactory. But it is tor- 
turing enough. On the other hand, the 
yawn is not only efficacious, but it is 
absolutely without any of the tor- 
turing features. There is, as I said 
before, probably a good physical rea- 
son for the yawn being a good reme- 
dy for the hiccoughs. The hiccoughs 
is described as> being a modified res- 
piratory movement, a spasmodic 4n- 
spiration, consisting of a constriction 
of the diaphragan, accompanied with 
closure of air is prevented. The im- 
pulse of the column of air entering 
and1 striking upon the closed glottis 
produces the sound peculiar to the 
ailment.

yawn is supposed- to be an involun- 
tary movement, due to drowsiness, it 
Is yet a fact that a man can yawn at 
pleasure. This being true, it is eas- 
ily within a man's power to cure the 
hiccoughs by resorting tp the very 
simple practice of yawning. Of co"t|rse 
I cannot say that in all cases of hic- 
coughs the yawn, will prove a good 
remedy. But I believe in all ordinary 
cases, where the annoyance i& not ag- 
gravated, the yawn> will do the work. 
At any rate, my own1 experience' has 
convinced me of the fact, and, besides 
there are the physical conditions, to 
which I have referred."
